EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Cancel claim 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a recording medium formed of a substrate, a dye 
recording layer, a silver reflective layer, and a protective layer where the reflective layer has the 
claimed diffraction spectrum as claimed (less than 0.4 but greater than 0.2). The closest prior art, US 
2001/0036526, discloses a similar medium with a diffraction spectrum of greater than 0.4 and thus 
teaches away from the instant claims.
